SHOULD ARRIVE IN 
COASTLINE TONIGHT 


Averages Over 70 Miles 
Each Hour On Trip 
To German Port 


(By The Associated Press) 
FRIEDRICHSHAFEN. GER , June 
4.—The G raf Zeppelin, riding the 
winds which blow’ from west to east, 
sailed along the fortieth parallel to­ 
day toward Seville, Spain, 
and 
thence home. 
The winds which kicked up white- 
caps on the blue Atlantic beneath, 
so accelerated the giant dirigible’s 
speed that there was possibility Dr. 
Hugo Eckener's estimate of 50 hours 
from New York to Seville might be 
bettered and a record set. 
The G raf passed over the Island 
of Flores, Azores, at 6 a. m. E ast­ 
ern Standard time. All seemed well 
aboard, It was said. 
At 5 a. m. mid-European time (11 
p. m. 
Tuesday, 
Salem time) the 
Graf, which left Lakehurst, N. J., 
Monday a t 9:12 p. m. Salem time) 
radioed its position from

and 500 miles west of Fayal, Azores, 
toward which it was heading at a 
speed of 85 miles an hour. 
The 
latitude and longitude given was 38 
degrees north, 39 30 west. 
Speeds 70 MUes an Hour 
The position represented an av­ 
erage speed since leaving New York 
of more than 70 miles an 
hour.

Clubmen Hear Secretary1 
Farm Federation At 
Nodnday Meeting 


As prosperity returns to agricul­ 
ture. business will be better than at 
any period in the history of the 
country’. 
T hat prediction was made by M. 
S. Winder of Chicago, executive sec­ 
retary of the American Farm Bu­ 
reau federation, in an analysis of 
farm conditions before a Joint meet­ 
ing of the Rotary and Klwams clubs 
Tuesday at the Elks home. 
W inder made a straight-forward 
talk about the farm er’s problems, 
indicting them for their shortcom­ 
ings and pleading for a better un­ 
derstanding of their condition and 
less condemnation. 
He was Intro­ 
duced by Stanley G Howard of Sa­ 
lem, district organizer for the Farm 
bureau, as a real “dirt farm er” from 
Utah. 
The meeting was under the 
auspices of the Rotary club. 
Not Strictly Rindness 
Farming is not strictly a business, 
but a system of living. Winder said 
He emphasized the social side of 
farming and declared that no one 
could be held responsible for the 
fanner’s economic condition today. 
"It is the result of evolution over 
which none had» control.” 
"Into the channels of distribution 
goes most of the cost of farm pro­ 
ducts. and therein lies the secret of 
the unfortunate condition of agri­ 
culture of the last 10 
years. 
In 
part this is attributable to specula­ 
tion, in part to wasteful practices 
and all of it can he attributed to 
p lack of the farm er’s own control 
over his business.” 
Referring to proposals of many 
leaders that acreage be decreased 
to stop the surplus of production, 
Winder said it seems pitiful to con­ 
sider such a »tep as so many other 
people in all countries go hungry. 
And yet a curtailm ent may be nec­ 
essary because of our l<ack of for­ 
eign distribution methods, he added 
As a better means to the desired

DR. DORAN'S JOB 
Dr. James M. Doran, prohibition 
commissioner of the United States, 
has u difficult post to &erve. The 
: multitude which snarls at his heels 
is held together by a kind of nega­ 
tive unity. 
Some blame him for 
trying to enforce the Volstead act; 
others blame him for not enforcing 
it 
enough. 
Dr. 
Doran's 
worries, 
however, are not those which come 
from trying to decide the issue. Pro­ 
hibition enforcement to him is a 
task—hU Job. 
It became apparent some months 
ago that one of the neglected steps 
in the national enforcement effort 
was education. 
Accordingly, con­ 
gress appropriated 650.000 for ‘‘pro­ 
hibition education." 
Dr. Dowtn* 
monograph on “State Cooperation 
In Enforcement of National Prohi­ 
bition Laws," which was published 
June 1, is purported t obc an edu 
rational measure. It assumes par­ 
ticular significance in view of the 
recent enactment of the W illiam­ 
son bill transferring prohibition en­ 
forcement 
machinery 
from 
the 
treasury department to the depart­ 
ment of Justloe. The prominence 
which it gives the states in the dis­ 
cussion 
of 
enforcement 
follows 
cicely the statement from the Com­ 
mission on Law Enforcement and 
Observance, which held state par­ 
ticipation to be of paramount im­ 
portance, and Dwight W. Morrow’s 
advocacy of a return to state con­ 
trol of prohibition. 
Dr, Doran does not whoop It. up 
for his departm ent. The enforce­ 
m ent m achinery under his charge is 
ready to serve as efficiently as it 
can. One gather*1, however, th at 
the commissioner is very anxious 
. to let the public know th at he has 
but 2 000 active enforcement agents, 
wlille the states have some 200.000, 
who may be described 
in 
m any 
cases 
as 
potential 
agents. 
The 
trouble described by Dr. D oran is 
that the federal government, which 
is supposed to do what the states 
don’t do, lias been left holding the 
bag in enforcement. This unw el­ 
come position has* been forced 
on 
the Judicial departm ent, too, where 
166 federal judges are doing the 
prohibition law work which should 
be distributed 
among 
some 3,100 
jstate, county and municipal Judges. 
The Volstead act, Commissioner 
Doran reminds the public, was not 
hew legislation but a composite of 
all the state laws in effect In 1919. 
Fifty-one m illion inhabitants in 32 
states had been living under dry 
rule for years prior to national pro­ 
hibition. yet a few month* afte r it 
btcanie effective a “strange th in g ” 
happened. 
Law abiding 
citizens 
drifted into the habit of violating 
the dry act, their infractions eased 
by a lack of preparedness on the 
part of the U nited States govern 
m ent to take over the “huge task 
ol enforcing such an im portant law 
over such a wide territory 
of course, affirm th a t they 
because 
clever 
fellows- 
had 
put 
som ething over on them ttiat they 
did not and do not want. Dr. Doran, 
interested in doing 
his 
Job well, j 
cannot have m uch patience w ith 1 
th a t sort of reasoning. His duty Uj 
to enforce the law, right or wrong. I 
“Cooperation" is the im portant 
word in 
Dr. 
D oran’s m onograph, j 
lead in g up to th e final conclusion ; 
th a t cooperation depends in the last 
analysis on public opinion, he points j 
out that “m any states have liquor 
laws more strict than the national 
prohibition act." 
Were these 
laws 
also put on the books a& "sleepers?" 
W hat will public opinion do with 
them ? 
Dr. Doran has made neither a de­ 
fense nor a sales talk. He is anxious 
to rarry out th e assignm ent which 
has been given him, but lacking 
cooperation 
from 
the 
states 
he 
makes a statem en t which, although 
it is “educational," bears a strong 
resemblance to Pontius Pilate's most 
" fam ous sentence. Dr. D oran is still

For months, the Christian church, 
throughout the 
world, 
has 
been 
planning for a great celebration on 
next Sunday—the 1900th birthday 
of the church. Pentecostal 6ermons 
galore, Pentecostal books galore and 
Pentecostal gatherings galore have 
marked this period of preparation. 
And now th a t the long looked for 
day is upon us. one wonders what 
will be the 
outcome 
after 
“the 
tumult and the shouting" have died 
away. 
Will the church simply have had 
another celebration, shot off a few 
more fire crackers, slapped itself 
on the back, posed in its Sunday 
clothes for an anniversary picture? 
If so, if this is all the day proves 
to be, then w hat a farce it will 
have been. Better never to have 
mentioned Pentecost at all than 
to have mentioned it at the price of 
such a prostitution of the day’s 
real significance, for Pentecost is 
not primarily a day to be celebrated, 
but an experience to be realized. 
Pentecost stands for hum an life 
dominated by the spirit of God. 
And when one turns the spot light 
on our so called Christian civiliza­ 
tion, one finds enough rank pagan­ 
ism there to convince him th a t next 
Sunday should be for Christians, 
not a day of rejoicing but one of 
penitence, a day to be spent by 
the church on its knees in quest 
of divine forgiveness. 
Pentecost can be truly celebrated 
only as something of the pirit of 
Pentecost—the spirit of Christ—is 
born anew in the church; only as. 
out of the day, there shall come 
a new determination to take Jesus 
seriously. 
And this is just what the church 
is not doing today; it is not tak­ 
ing 
Jesus seriously—and 
therein 
lies its weakness. 
Many church members are taking 
their creeds seriously, their denom­ 
inations seriously, their social and 


business 
obligations 
seriously, 
but how many are actually taking 
Jesus seriously? 
Should Not Hold Aloof 
Can we take Him seriously and 
still hold aloof from other earnest 
1 followers of His way? Can we take 
j Him seriously and still look to war 
as a means of settling international 
! disputes? Can we take Him ser­ 
iously and still 
be 
forever busy 
seeking to safeguard ourselves and 
all that we have come to view as 
belonging to ourselves? Or would 
taking Him seriously send us forth 
to a larger giving up of our own 
, personal notions and wishes and 
ambitions and very selves th at His 
Will and Heavenly Kingdom might 
be increasingly realized here and 
now? 
Yes. next Sunday is Pentecost and 
we propose to celebrate it in good
